Educational Development 
(GED) classes. These pro- 
grams include a variety of 
things to help prepare learn- 
ers for their future career. 

The course of study and 
materials help prepare adult 
learners to pass the test and 
earn their high school equiv- 
alency diploma. The GED 
test includes: Writing, 
Reading, Social Studies. 
Science and Mathematics. 

The GED test was origi- 
nally created to help veter- 
ans after World War II return 
to normal civilian life. Since 
the program started, more 
than 15 million people have 
received a GED credential. 
One in every seven 
Americans with high school 
credentials received the 
GED, as well as one in 20 
college students, according 
to Wikipedia. 

So it should come as no 
surprise to find out how suc- 
cessful the Adult Education 
program is doing at Shelton, 
especially the GED pro- 
gram. The number of stu- 
dents who recently graduat- 
ed from the GED program is 
very high. 

The Adult Education 
Program also offers English 
as a Second Language class- 
es in Tuscaloosa County. 
The staff teaches learners 
English by using real-life 
scenarios such as going to 
the doctor or applying for a a 



new job. 

Among the various pro- 
grams is the Project Literacy 
United States or PLUS. 
PLUS Tuscaloosa is a com- 
munity-wide effort using 
trained volunteers to teach 
adults to read. This program 
is funded by the Department 
of Post Secondary Education 
and by contribu- 
tions from commu- 
nity organizations, 
churches, business 
and individuals. Its 
goal is to raise 
awareness of the 
problem of adult 
functional illitera- 
cy, recruit and train 
volunteer reading 
tutors and to 
encourage partici- 
pation of those 
who need assis- 
tance with reading. 

Shelton State 
offers free GED 
practice testing. 
This is for adult 
learners to take 
before taking the 
real GED test. The practice 
test helps point out areas that 
need strengthening. The 
actual GED test is not given 
at Shelton State but there are 
many test sites available that 
administer the test. 

The Work Keys assess- 
ment and training program is 
for students who meet 
assessment criteria. This is 
used by employers nation- 
wide to identify the skills 
employees need to be suc- 
cessful on the job and to 
determine where additional 



training can help develop a 
more equipped workforce. 

Work Keys identifies the 
key job skills and the levels 
of competency needed to 
meet job requirements. It 
assesses the skills of appli- 
cants and the skill levels of 
current employees to pin- 
point current skill levels. It

also compares the skill lev- 
els of applicants against the 
minimum job skill require- 
ments as well as determines 
any training needs of the 
current employees. 

The Career Readiness 
Credential initiative is for 
students who qualify: 18 
years of age or older, 16 and 
17 year olds who have offi- 
cially withdrawn from 
school and need a GED or 
have a high school diploma 
but are functioning below 
grade level 12.9. They will 



attend at least 12 hours of 
Adult Education classes and 
work on skills based on their 
individual plan of instruc- 
tion. 

The Shelton State 
Community College Adult 
Education Program provides 
services to Bibb. Greene, 
Hale, Sumter and 

Tuscaloosa 
Counties.

There were 39 G.E.D 
graduates in attendance at 
the ceremony, but not every- 
one who earns a G.E.D par- 
ticipates.

Fran Turner, said, "I want to 
express my thanks to the 
co lege administration and 
to the adult education 
instructors and staff who are 
experienced professionals 
dedicated to helping learners 
fulfill their goals. I am so 
proud of our graduates and I 
offer congratulations on 
their accomplishment."

The Learning Center has 
been changing shape since 
its doors opened as early as 
the "80s on the old Skyland 
campus. 

Today students use tools 
such as computers and edu- 
cational software. After all 
through these years one 
thing has remained constant: 
the demand for the Learning 
Center to keep up with the 
ever-changing 
technology 
and student 
body. 

Most stu- 
dents are 
familiar with 
the Learning 
Center; it's 
located on the 
second floor in 
Room 2465. 
The room 
itself is very 
large and con- 
tains around 
30 computers 
for students to 
use on 
Mondays 
through 
Thursdays 
from 7:30- 
7:30 and on Fridays from 
7:30-5 p.m. On the comput- 
ers you will find programs 
for word processing. Power 
Point, Blackboard, along 
with many others. The com- 
puters al have Internet 
access. 

On an average day the 
Learning Center will have 
up to twenty students an 
hour, if not more. In fact, the 
staff has begun keeping 
record of the number of stu- 
dents visiting the Learning 
Center daily, to show how 
vast the numbers are. 

Computers and printers 
are not the only amenities 
the Learning Center offers; 
it also has math and English 
tutors. These tutors offer 
cost-free assistance to any 
students needing extra help 
in these areas. Also, the 
friendly staff is there to help 
with anything the students 
may need while using the 
Learning Center's facilities. 
Each semester the Learning 



Center brings in a variety of 
work-study students to work 
behind the desk with stu- 
dents and also to work as 
tutors. 

Located within the 
Learning Center are two 
classrooms and a number of 
offices. One of the class- 
rooms is the Nursing Lab, 
used only by nursing stu- 
dents. The other classroom 
is the English Lab which is 
used for many types of 
classes.

Michele Youngblood is a 
Learning Center Specialist 
who has been with the 
Learning Center for two 
years. She oversees over the 
Office of Disability Services 
which provides a service to 
students with diagnosed dis- 
abilities who have been reg- 
istered with the office. 
O.D.S. provides a special- 
ized room for students to 
take tests in, which helps to 
cater to each student's spe- 
cific need. 

Youngblood is also over 
the Internationa] Student 
Services which is there to 
help prepare international 
students for their time spent 
at Shelton State. 

Also, a unique program 
Youngblood oversees is 
Service Learning. This helps 
connect students with out- 
side community service 
projects that count towards 



credit hours. 

Among some of the staff 
members is Leigh Ann 
Wyatt whose job includes 
many tasks, one of which is 
the hiring of new work- 
study students. 

Bruce Bizzoco is the 
Director of the Learning 
Center; he is very involved 
with maintaining the high 
quality of service the 
Learning Center provides. 
Bizzoco spoke about the 
mission of the Learning 

Center: 
"Were here 
to help the 
students. 

That's 
what it's all 
about.

The Learning Center is 
also involved with the run- 
ning of Cy-Bucs, just across 
the hall and to the left of the 
Learning Center. It is a laid- 
back cafe setting which pro- 
vides students who have 
some down time the use of 
computers for things other 
than school work. 

The staff is always taking 
suggestions from the student 
body about what they think 
can be added to improve the 
Learning Center experience. 
So feel free to drop by and 
give them you opinion. 

The Learning Center is 
definitely an invaluable tool 
for students who want to 
enrich their educational 
experience while at Shelton.
